During the infamous “Black Sox” scandal of 1919, a 
young fan is said to have approached his idol, Shoeless 
Joe Jackson, and in a sad voice asked the ball star: “Say 
it ain’t so, Joe.”

These five words probably hurt more 
than the sentence of the baseball commissioner, Judge 
Landiss who banned the men involved in the fraud.

The present 
commissioner, Bowie Kuhn, took the only logical course 
he could: that of suspending the young hurler pending an 
investigation. 
The sports world is just one target of organized crime. 
And this is quite natural considering the number of 
people who gamble away a small fortune each year. The 
crime syndicates have a way of tainting whatever they 
touch. Their influence is cancerous. If undeterred, the 
underworld grows like a festering sore. In recent years the 
criminal syndicates have become more and more involved 
in even legitimate business enterprises. 
But like the rotten kid on the block, they can’t play 
by the rules even in legal enterprises. You have probably 
read of the two store managers in a supermarket chain, 
who were the targets of mob violence, allegedly for 
refusing to stock - exclusively - a particular detergent. Or 
the small cafe owners brutalized for not installing the 
mobs’ vending machines and jukeboxes. 
The invesugatin now in progress will show whether or 
not McLain is guilty of the charges. But it will not end 
the disease. In the long run, the only real solution to 
prevent recurrences of scandal in the fields of sports is by 
eliminating 
the 
source 
- organized crime. 
It has 
endangered our streets with crime, our youth with 
narcotics, our young girls with prostitution, and now our 
national pastime with its corrupt touch. Let us fight 
organized crime with organized effort- local, state and 
national.

During the eight-week course, students earn to identify and describe instrum ent* 
and equipm ent used, to prepare instrum ent setups for various cim iral procedures, to 
position patients for x-rays, and to expose and develop dental radiographic film. 
The Dental llygienist Course (MOS 91K30) is offered to qualified dental specialists 
who usually have been serving in the Dental .Specialist MOH for shout s year. Also 
eight week* in length, the Dental llygienist Course provides studrnt* with n working 
knowledge of prophylaxes (disease prevention) treatm ent and the Instruction of pa­ 
tients in preventive dentistry concepts. 


Instructional objectives of this course include the ability to discuss and identify oral 
and dental anatom y, perform oral hygiene prophylactic procedures, apply dental pre­ 
ventive m aterials to the teeth, and to sterilise instrum ents and supplies 


Three Laboratory Courses 
For students who prefer to work using their hands to build som ething, the Enlisted 
T raining Branch offers three laboratory courses. 
Th< Dental l-aburatory Procedure Basic C iurse CMOS 42IHQ) lasts IS weeks. During 
that tim e, trainees learn the bask principles in dental laboratory techniques. 
Students are issued the necessary m aterials and are assigned standard prowthetk 
cases. Their work is closely supervised by faculty members. 
Upon course completion, students have the ability to fsb rk a te a conventional com­ 
plete denture, an im m ediate denture and n partial denture. They also have gained the 
necessary experience to relinr, rebase and repair complete V nlurea. By the end of 
the 10-week Dental Removable I'rosthetic Specialist Course CMOS 421)20), students 
will have the ability to construct removable partial dentures of varying designs, com 
plex complete dentures, and special oral surgical and urthodontk appliances. 
In the Dental F iled I'rosthetic Specialist Course (MOH 42F20), 10 weeks in length, 
personnel learn the techniques of constructing inlays, crowns and various types of fixed 
bridges, to include the vacuum firing of porcelain. 
Denial Adm inistration Course 
A four-week Dental A dm inistration Course teaches enlisted personnel the mission, 
responsibilities and operation of dental eare and treatm ent facilities, with em phasis on 
the adm inistrative aspects In this m n-M OS course students learn to prepare, inter­ 
p ret and m aintain clinical adm inistrative records and reports pertinent to the dental 
service, and to perform dental supply procedures and personnel managem ent. 
Thia course is open to rnliated personnel who have completed other dental courses 
mentioned above and also is noncommissioned officers or specialist* of the Kegulai 
Army in grades E5 or Eft. 
Prerequisite* for all courts* appear in Army Regulation 011-201. (A N F)
